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There are easier ways to feed cattle, but this system beats carrying a basket thru winter mud 
and ice. Fred Reher drives the tractor, while John P. Schnack and son Guenther fill the 
bunks. The wagon box on the machinery trailer is filled from a spout in the crib driveway. 
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OTS of livestock farmers say you can 

make money doing chores. But that’s 

not to say you have to do chores the hard 

way. Why not look for faster, easier 
methods? 


Nobody likes to carry a basket of corn 
thru the mud if he can use a spout or a 
blower to fill feeders and bunks. A new 
gate at a convenient spot in the fence, or 
moving a few feed bunks, may save miles 
of walking in a year. 

Just as city factory managers are con- 
stantly on the lookout for more efficient 
machines and methods, Iowa farmers 
keep on finding better ways to do their 
chores.
